The board set a public hearing, which 
will be held at 10 a.m. on Thursday, Sept. 1, 
to take input on establishing the township 
superintendent position. 

Grayling Charter Township Supervisor 


‘Terry Wright is scheduled to retire on 


Friday, Oct. 28 after holding the office for 
15 years. Wright has one more year left on 
an unexpired term. 

Under the proposal, the township would 
transition from having a full-time supervi- 
sor with all administrative duties assigned 
by the township board to serving as a part- 
time supervisor. 

The township supervisor would handle 
all statutory delegated duties such as sign- 
ing legal documents, financial documents 
and budgets, tax assessment roles and over- 
seeing township board meetings. 

The superintendent would handle day-to- 
day activities for the township and would 
serve as a board representative, personnel 
director, zoning administrator, ordinance 
enforcement officer, project manager and 
economic development director. 

“I’m personally convinced that this is the 
plan to go with and maybe we can save the 
taxpayers some money,” said Grayling 
Charter Township Board Trustee Dennis 
Long said.

In Romans chapter 14 and 
part of 15 God goes into 
detail about how Christians 
should be in accord with each 
other over differences of 
opinion regarding non-essen- 
tial matters within local 
churches. He is not talking 
about any differences over 
doctrine which is clearly 
taught in the Bible, but rather 
about matters not taught 
within the Bible. Romans 
14:1 states the overall princi- 
ple fo be expounded: 
‘THim that is weak in the 
faith receive ye, but not to 
doubtlul disputations.” The 
preceding comext here is how 
we are to avoid “strife and 
envying” as stated in Romans 
13:13, and what it means in 
Romans 13:14: “b4But put 
ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and make not provision for 
the flesh, to fullil the lusts 
thereof” How to fulfill these 
Iwo verses will be covered in 
detail by chapters 14 and 15. 

First, recognize weakness 
in other believers — ‘lL Him 
that is weak in the faith...” 

Bible truth increases liber- 
ly and freedom making a 
Christian strong or mature, 


(John 8:32). Ignorance 
increases supersuiion, 


doubts, fears, and uncertain- 
tics making a Christian weak, 
People are born with certain 
weaknesses which may con- 
tinue after salvation, For 
example, low inteliigence, 
weakness of the will of the 
flesh, (Romans 8:3), different 
temperament such as those 
who worry all the Gime over 
small details, and those who 
have no desire to increase 
knowledge in either the flesh 
oy the spirit, Another reason 
could be the short time one 
has been a Christian. We all 
starL out as babies in both the 
Mesh and spirit. Some people 
grow up more slowly in both 
the flesh and spirit. 

Second, receive weak 
believers -- “receive ye...” 


‘ 


Receive the weak Christian as 
a brother vor sister of equal 
standing in Jesus Christ. We 
all stand equal at the foot of 
the Cross. We are to receive 


Christian Acorn Liberty 


and accept the weak Christian 
as God the Father, Son, and 
Holy Spine have already 
received him or her. “3Let not 
him that eateth despise him 
that eateth not; and let not 
him which eateth not judge 
him that eateth: for God hath 
received him.” (Romans 
14:3), “7Wherefore receive 
ye one another, as Christ also 
received us to the glory of 
God.” (Romans 15:7). As 
Paul said in 2 Corinthians 
11:29; "29Who is weak, 
and [ am got weak? who is 
offended, and 1 burn not?” 
Read in the book of Phitemon 
how Paul placed the former 
runaway slave Onesimus as 
equal to himself because he 
had since become a Christian. 

Third, respect weak 
believers - “...but not lo 
doubdul disputations.” Give 
God’s word and the Holy 
Spirit time to work in the life 
of each believer. Don’t be 
trying lo impose your person- 
al opinions and preferences 
upon them, Don't badger and 
bother them over little things 
all the time until they are 
offended by your very pres- 
ence. Treat them the way you 
would want lo be treated, We 
should “support the weak” 
(Acts 20:35). We should do 
nothing “whereby thy brother 
stumbleth, or is offended, or 
is made weal.” (Romans 
14:21). “12But when ye sin 
so against (he brethren, and 
wound their weak con- 
scienee, ye sin against 
Christ’ (1 Corinthians 
8:12). Jesus warned in 
Mathew = (8:6: “OBut 
whoso shall offend one of 
these little ones which believe 
in me, it were better for him 
that a millstone were hanged 
about his neck, and that he 
were drowned in the depth of 
the sca.” As Heaven rejoices 
over new Christians, so 
should wet Pastor “B”

- Maurice Birdsall was por- 
trayed by Marshall Roe Jr. 
Birdsall was born in 1826 in 
the State of New York. By 
1860, he was living in Fenton 
with his wife Mary and two 
children. Birdsall enlisted in 
the Union Army on Aug. 8, 
1861 as a private in Company 
F, 7th Regiment Infantry. The 
unit saw action at Baill’s 
Blutf on Oct. 21, 1861 and 
Oct. 22 near Edward’s Ferry. 
On Dec. 4, the unit was 
moved to Muddy Branch. 
Birdsall was mustered oul on 
Dec, 12, 1861 with a disabil- 
ity discharged. After living in 
Fenton, Birdsall settled in the 
Grayling area in 188t to 
work the land. He was found 
dead at the age of 65 on the 
East Branch of the AuSable 
River near his home in Maple 
Forest Township. Suspicious 
foul play is considered have 
been a factor in his death. 

Thomas Ke  Chittago. 
Chitlago was portrayed by 
Waters Native American Jim 
Giessel. Chitlago, a Native 
American, was born on May 
3, 1836 near Zilwaukee. He 
was Orphaned as a small 
child and survived by hunt- 
ing, fishing and trapping. In 
1863, Company K of the 


First Michigan 
Sharpshooters was formed, 
comprised — entirely — of 


Michigan Native Americans. 
Chittago cnlisted on May 26, 
1863. The First Michigan 
Sharpshooters were assigned 
to Gen, Ulysses S. Grant’s 
Army of the Potomac and 
served the Union cause with 
bravery and distinction. 
Company K saw action at the 
Battle of Wilderness and 
fought bravely at 
Spotsylvania Court House, 
Cold Harbor, The Battle of 
the Crater, Ream’s Station, 
Peebles Farm and Hatcher’s 
Run. Chitlago was mustered 
out in Washington D.C. after 
his distinguished service 
with an honorable discharge. 
After the war, Chittago 
returned and eventually came 
to the Grayling area, where 
he applied for his pension. 
He earned a living in the log- 
ging industry. Chittago died 
on April 24, 1916 at Mercy 
Hospital Grayling. 

Giessel was honored to 
portray Chittago. 

“These guys taught the 
Union how to do it the way 
Natives fought,” Giessel 
said. “They went through 
some horrendous battics.” 

Charles Eickhoff was por- 
trayed by Maple Forest 
Township Supervisor Mark 
Kniss. Eickhoff was born in 
Germany on Feb. 13, 1838. 
He came to America in 185] 
with his parents and settled 
in New York. On Aug. 25, 
1862, he centisted in A 
Company, 169th Regiment, 
New York Volunteer Infantry. 


Eickhoff served a total of 


three years and three months. 


During the Third Battle of 


Winchester, which was 
fought during the Valley 
Campaigns, Confederate Lt. 
Gen. Jubal A. Early was pit- 
ted against Union Maj. Gen. 
Philip Sheridan, who was 
irying to cross Opequon 
Creck. The main assault con- 
tinued for several hours and 
causalilies were heavy. The 
Confederate line was gradu- 
ally driven back toward the 
town. Because of its size, 
intensity and result, it is con- 
sidered to be the most impor- 
tant conflicts of Shenandoah 
Valley. Eickhoff was scrious- 
ly wounded in the battle, and 
after medical treatment, he 
was mustered out on Nov. 1, 
1865. Eickhotf returned to 
Arcadia, to be with his fami- 
ly. They came to Michigan in 
1882 and were living «in 
Grayling in 1900, according 
io U.S. Census records. In 
1903, the family moved to 
Flint and lived there for the 
next two decades. Eickhoff, 
82, died in Flint on Sept. 14, 


‘1920 from heart disease. He 


was laid to rest in the 
Elmwood Cemetery beside 
his son, Winfield. 

Kniss got involved in the 
Cemetery Walk through 
Rechlin, a Maple Forest 
Township resident. Kniss 
said he enjoys studying

War and is buried in 
Missouri.

Henry Mansir was por- 
trayed by Fred Fisher. Mansir 
was born in [833 in 
Massachusetts. He enlisted in 
the Company D, 49th 
Regiment, Massachusetts 
Infantry on Aug. £9, 1862. 
On Jan. 24, 1863, they 
embarked for New Orleans 
on the Steamer Illinois. As 
unit prepared to move 10 
Baton Rouge to join up with 
the Ist Brigade, Ist Division, 
{Oth Army Corps, 
Department of the Gulf, they 
saw their first action at 
Plain’s Store. The sicge and 
assault resulted in the surren- 
der of Port Hudson on July 9. 
The regiment then moved to 
Donaldsonville in July and 
saw action at Cox's 
Plantation. They then moved 
to Baton Rouge on Aug. 1, 
and were later sent home and 
mustered out on Sept. |. 
(863. Mansir, 60, died of 
intestinal indigestion and 
colon problems on March 10, 
1899 and was buried in the 
Elmwood Cemetery. He was 
a practicing oculist, a person 
who specializes m eye dis- 
eases, in the Grayling area. 

Delivan Smith was por- 
trayed by Grayling Mayor 
Karl Schreiner. Smith was 
born in Onondaga, New York 
on Dec. 6, 1844. By $860, he 
and his family were living in 
White Pigeon, where he 
farmed. Smith enlisted in 
Company H, 17th Regiment 
Michigan Infantry, Smith 
was captured and held as a 
prisoner of war at the infa- 
mous Andersonville Prison 
Camp from May 12, 1864 to 
April |, 1865, He was one of 
100 men in his company to 
survive the Bathe = of 
Spotsylvania was one of 10 
in the company to survive the 
prison. The 10) survivors 
were swapped ‘in a prisoner 
exchange and placed on the 
Steamer Sultana, which was 
blown us shortly afterwards, 
killing over 1,600 men. 
Smith regained conscious- 
ness as the steamer was sink- 
ing and swam for his life. He 
was rescued five miles down 
stream, returned to Memphis 
and placed in a military hos- 
pital. Smith was mustered 
out of service in Jackson, on 
July 20, 1865. Smith and his 
family were living in 1880 in 
Kalkaska, where he was a 
farmer, according to U.S. 
Census records. By 1900, the 
family moved to Grayling 
Township, Smith, 70, dicd on 
Jan, 27, 1916, due to compli- 
cations from influenca and 
heart discase. 

Daniel L. Whipple was 
portrayed by John Binkley. 
Whipple was born on Oct, 
22, 1822. He was working as 
a farmer and living near 
Cincinnati when the Civil 
War started. On March 11, 
1864, Whipple cnlisted in the 
10th Independent 
Sharpshooters as a wagoner 
and was attached to the 60th 
Infantry, Company H. The 
company was assigned to the 
2nd Brigade, 3rd Division of 
the 9h Army Corps com- 
manded by Gen. Ambrose 
Burnside, They took part in 
several engagements in 


Virginia, including the siege 
of Petersburg, and actions 
around Richmond. Whipple 
received a surgeon’s certifi- 
cate of disability discharge 
on Oct. 20, 1864 at Fort 
Schuyler, New York Harbor, 
In June 1894, Whipple 
appeared in the Crawford 
County, Ball Township cen- 
sus of Michigan Civil War | 
Veterans. Whipple, 75, died 
on May 30, 1898 due to sev- 
eral issues related to aging. 

William L. Woodburn was 
portrayed by Dr. Mark 
Davey. Woodburn was born 
on Jan. 9, 1831 in Vermont. 
According to the 1860 
Census, Woodburn and his 
family were living in Novi 
and he was working as a 
farmer. He enlisted in the 
Company D, Sth Michigan 
Calvary Regiment on Aug. 
20, 1862, The regiment 
served in the defense of the 
nation’s capital, and then 
joined the Calvary Corps of 
the Army of the Potomac. 
The Calvary took part in sev- 
eral major battles, including 
the Battle of Hanover, the 
Battle of Gettysburg and the 
Battle of Williamsport. They 
then participated is a series 
of small engagements. 
Woodburn was captured at 
the Battles of James City. 
The battle had Gen. J.E.B. 
Stuart and his Contederate 
horsemen fighting against 
Union troops under Gen. 
Judson Kilpatrick. The con- 
federate sharpshooters cut 
the Union Cavalry to pieces. 
The Union troops withdrew 
during the night, which 
ended the battle. Woodburn, 
along with several comrades, 
were taken to the Libby 
Prison, and later transferred 
to the Andersonville Prison, 
where they suffered from 
hunger, discasec and expo- 
sure. He was paroled from 
Andersonville in March 1865 
after one year and five 
months. After medical treat- 
ment, Woodburn was honor- 
ably discharged on June 12, 
1865. In 1890, Woodburn 
and his family moved to 
South Branch Township, 
where he farmed. He applied 
for an invalid pension on July 
18, 1890. Woodburn was liv- 
ing in Grayling Township, 
according to the 1894 
Michigan Census of Civil 
War soldiers. Woodburn, 80, 
died on Feb, 12, 1911 due to 
chronic cystitis and diarrhea, 

Lyons said the Crawford 
County Historical Socicty 
will continue to highlight 
other Civil War veterans in 
future Cemetery Walks. 

“Several people have said 
they hoped we will do some- 
thing again with the Civil 
War because it was so inter- 
esting and alt the interpreters 
were so well informed,” 
Lyons said. 

The Crawford County 
Historical Society is current- 
ly raising funds to remove 
the lead paint from Crawford 
County Museum, replace rot- 
ted and weathered wood and 
paint the building. 

“We have a very long way 
to go because this is extreme- 
ly expensive,” Lyons said, 
“We're depending on gen- 
crosity from the people and 
we're hoping that events like 
the Cemetery Walk will stir 
some interest so people will 
come down and see this 
jewel that we have in 
Crawford County.”

Once Wright retires, the 
township will not have a tax 
aSSESSOr, 

Bob Dixon, the town- 
ship’s building and zoning 
official, is currently being 
paid a $40,000 salary. He 
volunteered to take on the 
superintendent position for 
a year along with keeping 
his current duties. 

‘T will give it a 100 per- 
cent effort,” Dixon said. “If 
it doesn’t work out, I will go 
back to being the building 
official.” 

Jeddy Hood, who oper- 
ates the Flying Fish Lodge 
in =©Grayling = Charter 
Township, said she would 
serve out Wright’s unex- 
pired term to give township 
leaders more time to study 
future leadership.

County. 

“The idea of creating two 
positions and a two-tier gov- 
ernment just doesn’t make 
sense,” Hood said. “I feel 
the electorate has a voice 
and that they should have a 
say.” 

Long, Trustee Duane 
Brooks and Trustee Bruce 
Zalobsky are in favor of the 
creating the township super- 
intendent position since that 
person would be account- 
able to the board. 

Long said the township 
exposes itself to loss of effi- 
ciency in day-to-day opera- 
tions each time the township 
has to make a transition 
with a new supervisor. 

“Every four years, the 
election is a popularity con- 
test and not always does the 


best person get elected,” 
Long said. 

Clerk Monica Ashton and 
Treasurer Cindy Olson were 
reluctant to move forward 
with changing the position 
until a public hearing is 
held. 

“You sound like you don’t 
trust the judgment of the 
electorate,” Ashton said. “If 
you get somebody in there 
that they don’t like, they'll 
figure out a way to get them 
out of there.” 

“Each time you bring in 
another personality, you 
shake the bucket more,” 
Olson added. 

Township Trustee Shawn 
Kraycs is currently on his 
way home after serving a 
year-long Michigan 
National Guard deployment 
in Kuwait. He is expected to 
back in town soon. 


Current budget conditions 
has resulted in the township 
not filling a zoning enforce- 
ment officer position, a ax 
assessor position and a sec- 
retarial position. 

“When times were good, 
we were all hopping and 
had things to do,” Wright 
said. 

Long said dealing with 
the creation of the superin- 
tendent position will be a 
work in progress. The 
board hopes that if the ordi- 
nance is approved, they can 
advertise and get someone 
in place to work with 
Wright for a few weeks 
before he retires. 

“It’s a staff position that 
we're going to have to wres- 
tle with what responsibili- 
ties they have to do,” Long 
said.

ORDINANCE 2011-01, GRAYLING CHARTER TOWNSHIP 
ADMINISTRATIVE ORDINANCE 


Supervisor's salary and statutory duties, 
Superintendent's salary and Superintendent's job description 


An ordinance to delineate the duties of the Grayling Charter Township Supervisor and Superintendent during the tran- 
sition from fulltime supervisor with all the inherent administrative duties as assigned by the board of trustees, to a part 
time supervisor with only statutory duties, and to assign ail administrative duties previously held by the SPENEr’ to the 
superintendent, and to set the salaries of each. 


Section 1, ORDINANCE TITLE 
This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Grayling Charter Township Administrative Ordinance. 


Section 2, LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS 

It is hereby determined that the Grayling Charter Township Board of 
Trustees, as individuals and as a collective, desire that the daily administrative duties currently performed by the fulltime 
supervisor be transferred to a fulltime superintendent. Those duties are described herein under Superintendent's Job 
Description (Section 3). Further, it has been determined that the duties of the supervisor be reduced to include only those 
statutorily assigned by Michigan law. 

It is hereby determined that appropriate wages and salaries be set by the 
Grayling Charter Township Board of Trustees for the performance of duties by the supervisor and superintendent once 
the administrative transition has been completed, but no sooner than the effective date of this ordinance. 


Section 3, SUPERINTENDENT’S JOB DESCRIPTION 
A. Scope, Effect and Complexity 

The purpose of the Superintendent’s position is to administer the overall operation of service from Grayling Charter 
Township to the citizens and residents of the township, and is inclusive of all applicable duties as described in MCL 42.10, 
plus such specific and implied duties as assigned by the Grayling Charter Township Board of Trustees. Successful per- 
formance of this position will include various duties in all phases of public administration which will facilitate the success- 
ful performance of all township departments, enhances provided services to the general public, and enhances the public 
image of Grayling Charter Township. 

Guidelines for successful performance include board policies, procedures and directives, township ordinances, applic- 
able state and federal laws, and the interpretation and implementation of each utilizing a best practices, public service 
and business approach. 

The superintendent works in terms of goals and objectives as determined through board policies and procedures, and 
will be evaluated on the successful implementation of such. 

Statutory duties as described in law for the supervisor, clerk, treasurer, trustees and constable are not duties assigned 
to the superintendent. 


B. Specific Duties as pertaining to Grayling Charter Township 


1. Board Representative — The superintendent will be directly accountable to the Grayling Charter Township Board of 
Trustees. The superintendent will represent the board to the public, and will further report to the board at all board meet- 
ings by setting the board agenda and appearing before the board with expert testimony on all agenda items including 
monthly budget reports. The superintendent will make such expert recommendations to the township board for their con- 
sideration as is necessary or expedient. The superintendent will further be a non-voting member of all committees orga- 
nized by the township board. The superintendent will represent the board in the negotiation, design, implementation and 
operation of inter-governmental agreements, such as the agreements currently shared by the township and city for fire 
protection and cemetery services. 

2. Personnel Director — The superintendent will oversee the work of ali 

non-elected personnel, in all departments, to ensure maximum service and productivity. As such, the superintendent will 
have the authority to prepare and assign work schedules, maintain personnel records, conduct employee evaluations, 
approve or disapprove work, discipline, promote or hire and fire employees under constraints outlined in the Grayling 
Charter Township Employee Policy Manual. The superintendent may delegate such duties as necessary, but shall not 
ask employees to perform duties which the superintendent will not perform within his/her professional or physical capa- 
bilities. Although the superintendent shall not sign legal documents and contracts, he/she may be asked to write such 
documents with the aid or approval of the township attorney. 

3. Zoning Administrator — The superintendent will be the front line for 

persons wishing to comply or vary from the dictates of the Grayling Charter Township Zoning Ordinance (Ordinance 2010- 
02), and as such, will issue written zoning determinations for the public, and prepare zoning applications for the zoning 
board of appeals (ZBA) and the planning commission (PC), The superintendent will attend, participate with expert testi- 
mony, and record the minutes of both of these committees, but will not be a voting member. The superintendent will work 
closely with the members of the ZBA and PC to develop new ordinances and update existing ordinances. The superin- 
tendent will also work with the Crawford County Planning Commission to maintain an up-to-date master plan which 
includes the goals and objectives of Grayling Township. 

4. Ordinance Enforcement Officer — The superintendent will work closely with the assistant zoning administrator (if 
applicable), assistant ordinance enforcement officer (if applicable), the general public, the township attorney, and other 
local and state law enforcement agencies to ensure compliance with township ordinances. In addition, the superinten- 
dent will represent the township in ordinance enforcement cases which may be adjudicated in the local, state or federal 
court systems. 

5. Property Manager — The superintendent will serve as the manager of all township property, both real and personal, 
and as such will be responsible for property preservation, repair and maintenance of all property, buildings, vehicles, fix- 
tures, equipment, appliances and tools. 

6. Project Manager — The superintendent will have charge of the design, construction and implementation of all township 
projects, as determined by the board, both large and small. This task could include searching for and writing and coor- 
dinating public or private grants. 

7. —The superintendent, working with ail board members and department heads, will create the annual township gen- 
eral fund budget, township improvement budget, and liquor law enforcement budget, according to state mandates and 
best practices, and further, will ensure each budget complies with GASB-34 financial reporting requirements. 

8. Purchasing Agent - The superintendent wiil serve as the township purchasing agent for all purchases large and smail. 
9. Economic Development Director — The superintendent will work with all other persons and agencies to promote the 
economic growth which will ensure the health, safety and general welfare of the residents of the township. The superin- 
tendent will work to develop and initiate business attraction and retention programs. 

10. Legislative Liaison — The superintendent will be knowledgeable of state and federal laws applicable to township gov- 
ernment and maintain close ties with the Michigan Townships Association Legislative Liaison to report to the township 
board on current issues. 

11. Press Liaison — The superintendent will contact, coordinate and prepare ail news events and press releases as 
appropriate and will represent the township in all public relations situations. 

12. Public Representative - The superintendent will represent Grayling Charter Township to the public through individ- 
ual office contact, as a field representative throughout the township, and as a member of joint boards and committees 


| throughout the community which serve to improve the township, or the community as a whole. 


13. Life-long Learner — The superintendent will make every effort to improve his/her professional skills as a township 
representative through the various educational opportunities which arise. 

14. Other Duties - The superintendent is required to perform all other duties as assigned by the Grayling Charter 
Township Board of Trustees, or tasks which are required under the duties already assigned. 

15. Hours of Work — The superintendent will be expected to work a minimum of 35-hours per week, which may include 
special functions or meetings before-or-after normal business hours, and occasional times during weekends, Normal 
business hours are 8:30 a.m. until 4:30 p.m., Monday through Friday. 


C. Township Provisions for a Successful Superintendent 


Grayling Township will provide the following to aid the successful mission of the Grayling Charter Towriehip 
Superintendent: 
1. An office within the Grayling Township Offices with normal office amenities, including computer, phone, supplies, etc. 
2. An annual stipend of $1,500, plus appropriate travel, lodging, and meal expenses for the purpose of professional edu- 
cation. 
3. In most situations, a township vehicle will be available for daily use, but township vehicles must be shared with all 
departments, as needed. 
4. The township will provide a salary and benefit package as described in the Superintendent's Contract for Employment. 


Section 4, SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 

The position of Grayling Charter Township Superintendent, as appointed by the Grayling Charter Township Board of 
Trustees, and as of the effective date of this ordinance, shall be $ NEGOTIABLE per fiscal year (April 1 
through March 31), and all benefits standard to al! other fulltime employees of Grayling Charter Township will apply to the 
superintendent. 


Section 5, SUPERVISOR’S DUTIES AND SALARY 

The duties of the position of supervisor, either appointed or elected, shall be limited to those duties which cannot be 
delegated, and are defined and described within Chapter 42 of Public Act 359 of 1947 (as amended) of the Michigan 
Compiled Laws. 

The salary for the position of supervisor, either appointed or elected in compliance with Michigan law, as of the effec- 
tive date of this ordinance shail be $____—-3,600 per fiscal year (April 1 through March 31), with benefits staridard 
to all other Grayling Charter Township elected officials as determined by the Grayling Charter Township Board of Trustees. 


Section 6, SEVERABILITY 

The provisions of this ordinance are hereby declared to be severable, and if any clause, sentence, word, section or pro- 
vision Is declared void or unenforceable for any reason by any court of competent jurisdiction, it shall not affect any other 
portion of this ordinance. 


Section 7, EFFECTIVE DATE . 
This ordinance shall become effective on Friday, October 28, 2011, but only after proper adoption by the Grayling
